Teachers Favor Equal Suffrage.
Poplar Blurt. The Southeast Mis-

souri Teachers' association went ea
record as favoring woman's suffrage,
declaring that "the men of Missouri
should recognise that the women of
this state are entitled to the ballot
and that the Interests ef all the peo-

ple demand that women vote."
It commended the last legislature

for Us educational laws, requested
legislation to provide emergency sup-

port for any school made dependent
by any unusual circumstance, and
urged an amendment so all cow!e
could take advantage of the teathtus'
training school law.

The organisation also favored a law
fotVdding the use of or tale or giv-

ing away of tobacco In any form to
any person under 18, asked a new
state constitution making adequate
provision for all state educational
needs, favored larger unit of taxation
and administration so as to prevent
educational waste, and demanded a
law forbidding the sale of Into.lcaats
within five mtles of any state educa-
tional institution.

It was slid by persons familiar with
the situation that the state conven-
tion, to meet shortly In St. Louis,
would Indorse woman's suffrage by
an overwhelming vote.
